OAKLAND'S WATER FRONT. 


The Supreme Court in Washington 
has dismissed the bill of the State of 
California against the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company 111 which the 
possession and control of the water 
front of the city of Oakland is con­ 
cerned, for the reason that it was not 
a case in which the court had original 
jurisdiction. 


Justices Harlan and Brewer dis­ 
sented from the opinion believing th il 


if the Supreme Court could not exer 
cise its power of original jurisdiction 
in this case it was difficult to see 
where it could do so. 


The decision has not caused any 
surprise to the Attorney for the city. 


Two water front suits have been tried 
argued and submitted before Judge 
McKenna and a decision is soon ex­ 
pected. 
The city's suit submitted to 
Judge Ogden is the largest of all, how­ 
ever. 


THE VALLEY ROAD- 


If Berkeley cannot get the terminus 


of the San Joaquin 
Valley railroad 
within its town limits let us get it as 
near as possible. 
A committee in 
Stockton have sent to the directors 


of the road a communication, a syn­ 
opsis of which as printed in the San 
Francisco Bulletin will be found be­ 


low. 
San Jose is making an effort 
to have the line go on the other s*de 


of the bay so as to include Santa 
Clara valley. It is well to pull al' 
the strings to get the terminal 
point 
on this side and then we can contend 
amongst ourselves as to which place 
will obtain the desired object: 


"The 
Stocktonians call attention 
to the fact that by running the main 
line 
through 
Stockton, Oakland 
would be the natural terminal ot the j 
road on the east shore of the bay of 


San 
Francisco. 
There are practi­ 
cally 100,000 people in Oakland, the 
adjoining towns and in the immediate 
vicinity, and they set forth in their 
argument that all these people would 
naturally give their support to the 


new road; also, that in the sparsely 
settled condition of California, 100,- 
000 people are not to be ignored. 


"Another point that the Stockton­ 
ians advance in their argument is that 
the Sacramento valley is a territory 
second in importance in California 
only to the San Joaquin valley, being 
equal in fertility, 
"No system ol 
railroads radiating from the bay of 


San 
Francisco," they say, "will be 
complete without a line of road up 
the Sacramento valley. 
With the 
main line of road running into the 


San Joaquin valley, through Stockton, 
the Sacramento valley system would 


fit on and bring the business to the 
same stem, to the bay of San Fran­ 
cisco, as serves the San Joaquin 
val­ 


ley, and it would be impossible to 
accomplish this in any way other than 
building through Stockton." 


"Further the Stocktonians argue 
that the new line mu#. be as well lo­ 
cated as any line with which they can 
be called upon to compete, and there­ 
fore must not exceed in distance, to 
any material extent, any other line 
as the chances of securing business 
will be corresponding!ngly affected. 
There is no way to secure the co 
operation of the Stockton peopl 
which will be so effective as by as 
suring them of the co-operation o 
the line itself. 


"Still another argument which the 
Stocktonians are trying to enforce 
upon the attention of the board of 
directors, who stilt have the route un 
der cons'deration, is that if the main 
line fails to pass through Stockton, i 
will give to other roads, including the 
Southern Pacific, the opportunity to 
control Stockton's business* and to 
use Stockton's facilities in competi 
tion with the new road. 
No other 
outlying point in the State possesses 
facilities to the same degree as Stock 
ton. 
If, also, it is said, the main line 
goes through Stockton, and local rates 
in the State are adjusted to a (air 
basis, Stockton will derive through 
the bay of San Francisco what bene 
fits it receives, which would make it 
wholly the ally and in no degree a 
competitor of San Francisco. 
Under 
these conditions San Francisco would 
have no rival for the business of the 
San Joaquin valley and the interests 
of San Francisco and Stockton would 
become common."

Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs ihe Assessor or any 
of h's deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdenvnnor, and 
li ible to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both su.h line and im­ 
prisonment.
